Piofessor F. H. Loud, of Colorado Col

the work of a thorough painstaking teach 
er. When a student advances as far as ge- 
ometry in mathematics, he must be self- 
reliant. This geometry teaches him to be 
so. It gives him all the help that is nec- 
essary, yet,by leaving out the ordinary dia- 
gramsiCompels the student to do for himself 
the work which can alone make him mas- 
ter of his study. While the book is quite 
comprehensive, including plain trigonom- 
etry, the matter is sb admirably analyzed 
and a/ranged that its mastery would seem 
easy and quick. A very detailed criticism 
of the work would perhaps be out of place 
in a daily paper. We will simply say that 
the work is deserving ol the highest praise 
As cminVnt a scholar and logician as 
President Julius Seelye, of Amherst col- 
lege, has said "the geometry has a re- 
markable value. Not only are its defmi 
tions correct and its demonstrations precise 
and clear, but its method is admirably 
conceived and canted out 
I doubt not it 


will prove a very excellent text-book " 


A more personal allusion to the author 


may not be out of place in this connec- 
tion. Professor Loud distinguished him- 
self at Amherest College in mathematics 
Since his graduation m 1^75, he has close- 
ly followed his favorite study. He did most 
excellent work in connection with the ob- 
servatioj^of the eclipse m 1878, and re 
ceived the high commendation from the 
signal service headquarters at Washing 
ton of having presented the ablest and 
most valuable report made outside of the 
immediate officers of the department.

Suppose, then,-thai 
these hawks requite on^ bird per day for 
their sustenance, we find that it would~-fe 
quire 7,300,960birns to feed this rnammoth 
rtock-of ra'pacious foes of their fcathciec 
tribe for one year. Seven' million three 
hundred thousand birds dcstro\ing. ten 
grasshoppers • per day for triirly days, m 
ihe fall of the year when the hoppers arc 
full grown, would aggregate the • destruc 
tion of 2,109,000,000, or over 400,000 bush- 
els .per annum. These grasshoppers, it 
allowed lo remain undisturbed, wc-'jld, by 
ihe course ot generation, produce.enopab 
young to destroy half the young cereal1-* in 
the stareV The jibove-figures are only given 
as approximate probabilities, but all obser- 
vant.farmers have noticed the appearance 
and mysterious disappearance, of light 
flights oTj^rasshoppers for the • last two or 
three fails, and Ihe marked increase of 
forest birds, who appeared in myriad num- 
bers, deVouring the pestiferous insects with 
manifest gusto few or none being allowed 
to remain long enough to deposit their 
eggs for the destruction of the next spring's 
early gratra- And suppose the hawks wcie 
allowed to increase without interruption, 
tiowlong would it be until all the fealher- 
ed tribe which would be left would be 
hawks, owls and their kindred flesh eatinjr 
allies. The absence of forest trees in 
Colorado leaves the little songsters wholly 
at the mercy of their relentless foe. and 
unless some protection is afforded them, 
they must fall easy victims to. the hawks 
and become exterminated, leaving the 
country as the pioneers found it, almost 
entirely destitute of forest birds; wl-*".^ 
man could travel for days in the valley 
without seeing half a dozen birds, as any 
of the first settlers ol the country c.-.n fes- 
ify."
